Many of you who read the Eagle also 
read French, but probably. very few of you 
have ever dipped into that wonderful book 
of essays by Michel la Montaigne, and those 
of you who have glanced at them have prob- 
ably become a little weary of his old French 
and very thoughtful remarks before you got 
to the last chapter of the last volume. But 
those of you who have done so will readily 
recall a verse quoted in the essay from a 


contemporary Franch writer named Etienne 


de la Boetie. This verse speaks of a river 
which flows ever on and on, one ripple fol- 
lowing another, one wave chasing the one 
in front of it. It swells too like the one in 
the poem, and it is always the same stream, 
though no two drops of water are ever the 


game at any given point. 


Your Eagle has made a parable of these 
two poems. To him they represent human 
life, which goes on forever like Tennyson’s 
brook. One generation of men follow an- 
other like the waves of the river, but it is 
always the same stream of humanity though 
the individuals change continually. Yet 
though the same individual never returns, 
his successors are as like him as two drops 
of water in the stream. Their lives are as 
like as the individuals. 


Take the vital record in the daily Times, 
and have you not an ever-recurring stream 
of humanity like the water in the brook? 
Marriages, births and deaths follow just like 
the brook of Tennyson that goes on forever. 

So they come and so they go: Woman 
bears children who grow up and leave her. 
That is woman's lot, to bear, to nurse, to 


rear, and then to lose. This last expression 
is almost an exact quotation from another 
poem by Jean Ingelow known as “Songs of 
Seven,” where birth is followed by mar 
riage, marriage by motherhood, that by 
widowhood, and that by death. | 


It is like the seven ages of men in Shakes- 
peare’s drama “As You Like It,” where the 
melancholy Jacques reflects about the in- 
fant newling in its nurse’s arms, then the 
schoolboy sneaking slowly to school, who 
grows up into the lover, “a woeful ballad 
made to his mistress’s eyebrows.” Then 
comes the soldier “full of strange oaths and 
bearded like a pard,” and this age is fol 
lowed by the justice “with eye severe and 


‘beard of formal cut, with big round belly, 


with good capon line, and so he plays his 
part.” Then comes old age, his youthful 
hose “well saved a world too wide for his 
shrunk shanks and his big manly voice 
shrunk to a piping treble.” “Last age of all 


is second childishness, sans teeth, sans eyes, 


sans taste, sans everything.” 

Don’t you see, beloved, that human life 
is just like the stream the two youths fol- 
lowed from the beck to the offing where the 
river ran into the sea? So “the rivers run 
down and run into the sea, the rivers run 
down but the sea is not full.” 

Yes, and human history is like the stream 
too. Tacitus, who wrote more than 1800 
years ago, complains of the multitude of laws 
that afflicted the Roman people of his day. 
He says there are more laws in Rome than 
in any other country that ever existed, and 
that the evil done by the laws to the human 
race outweighs the injuries of the crimes 
they are meant to punish. Go back to Mon- 
taigne, and he says France has ten laws 
for one that afflicted Rome, and that the 


French are ten times more to be pitied than 
the Romans. 


Your Eagle wonders what Tacitus would 


think if the acts of one Legislature at Sacra- 
mento should come under his eye. And 
surely Montaigne would find reason to com- 
passionate the people of California if with 
his lawyer's eye he had to peruse the 
several codes that afflict the State. . 


Wars too are like huge waves on this 
stream of human life. In the time of Tacitus, 
Julius Caesar was making war in Gaul as 
bitter as that now prevailing between the 
Entente Allies and the divisions of the Cen- 
tral Powers butchering one another in the 
internecine conflict that is laying waste the 
Old World. 


The laws of Tacitus are to those of Call- 
fornia as the wars of Caesar are to those 
of Europe today. 

So one can go back to the beginning of 
time and follow the stream of history to the 
present day. You will find little changegin 
human affairs. Each generation .will follow 
the other as the waters of Jean Ingelow’s 
stream. The river simply widens in what- 
ever aspect you look at it. Population 
grows and increases, but the people are of 
the same passions as their forefathers. 
Wealth accumulates, but it is the same gold 
that corrupted the Romans. Wars spring up 
and are fought, but it is the same prim! 
tive man in every respect except the magni- 
tude of the conflict. | :

The First Steamboat. 


TRAVELING ON THE HUDSON RIVER 
iN 1808. 


The first steamboat on the Hudson River 
passed the city of Hudson on the i7th of 
August, 1807. In the Hudson Bee, a news- 
paper in that city, the following advertise- 
ment was published in June, 1808: 


STEAMBOAR 
For the Information of the Public. 

The steamboat will leave New York for 
Albany every Saturday afternoon, exactly at 
6 o'clock, and will pass 

‘West Point about 4 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Newburgh, 7 o’clock Sunday morning. 

Poughkeepsie, 11 o'clock Sunday morning. 

Esopus, 2 o’clock in the afternoon. _ 

Red Hook, 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Catskill, 7 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Hudson, 9 o’clock in. the evening. 

She will leave Algany for New York every 
Wednesday morning, exactly at 8 o’clock, 
and pass | 

Hudson about 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Esopus, 8 o’clock in the evening. 

Poughkeepsie, 12 o'clock at night. 

Newburgh, 4 o'clock Thursday morning. 

West Point, 7 o’clock Thursday morning. 

As the time at which the boat may arrive 
at the different places above mentioned may

All other passengers are to pay at the 
rate of $1 for every twenty miles, and 
half a dollar for every meal they may eat. 

Children from 1 to 5 years of age to pay 
one-third price and sleep with the persons 
under whose care they are. 

Young persons from 5 to 15 years of age 
to pay half-price, provided they sleep two 
in a berth, and whole price for each one 
who requests to occupy a whole berth. 

Servants who pay two-thirds price are 
entitled to a berth; they pay half-price if 
they do not have berth. — 

Every person paying full price is allowed 
sixty pounds of baggage; if less than whole 
price, forty pounds. They are to pay at the 
rate of 3 cents a pound for surplus bag- 
gage. Storekeepers who wish to carry 
light and valuable merchandise can be ac- 
commodated on paying 3 cents a pound. 

Passengers will breakfast before thev 
come on board. Dinner will be served up 
exactly at 2 o'clock; tea with meats, which 
is also supper, at 8 o’clock in the evening; 
and breakfast at 9 o’clock in the morning. 
No one has a claim on the steward for 
victuals at any other time. :

IAGARA FALLS.—I have come here to 


tell you how Niagara Falls is fighting 
for us in our great war in Europe. It 


fs one of the most important of the industrial 
_assets of the nation, and its products affect 


every soldier that goes to the field and every 
sailor that mans our vessels of war. It has 
to do with every gun that is fired and every 


- projectile that scatters its deadly missiles 


over the trenches. It aids in making the 
armor plate for our battleships and in creat- 
ing the fine machinery of the destroyers 
which chase the submarine sneaking along 
under the sea. It has to do with the fighting 
airplanes that fly the skies and with the gas 
which fills the dirigible balloons that patrol 
the waters along our coasts. It enters into 
every workshop which is producing materia] 
to be sent across the ocean and, I might say, 
into almost everything that has to do with 
making us equal to our part in this, the 
greatest struggle of history. | 
Niagara Greatest Falls. 

Before I describe the war industries of 
Niagara I want to tell you something of the 
mighty force that moves them. Niagara 


_ Falls is the greatest water power on the face 
of the globe. 


I have seen the Falls of the 
Zambesi in Africa and have traveled up the 
Parana below the Falls of Iguazu in South 
America. Neither compares with Niagara in 
the force which it exerts from one year’s end 
to the other. The Falls of the Zambesi are 
twice as high as those of Niagara. They are 
twice as broad, and when at their flood they 
drop with a thunder equal to that of one of 
the great battles of France into a pit 400 feet 
deep, sending up pillars of mist which are 
visible for forty miles around. It has been 
estimated that those falls at their flood 
exert a horse power of tens of millions, but 
the most of this disappears when the Zam- 
besi is low. 


On the other hand, the Niagara River has 
an almost even flow the year round. Only 
thirty-four miles long and lesd than a mile 
wide for the greater part of its course, it is 
the downspout of all the Great Lakes, ex- 
cepting Ontario. It begins at Lake Erie, and 


flows from there for a distance of about 


twenty-two miles to the foot of the falls, 
dropping the water from a height about two- 
fifths of that of the Washington Monument. 
A part of this drop is in the rapids above 
the falls, but more than 160 feet of it is in 
the falls themselves. The force is so great 
that some engineers have estimated it as 
equal to that of 7,000,000 horses all pulling 
at once. 

I despair of making you see what this 
mighty force is. Where the waters pour 
in from Lake Erie they rush on at the rate 
of 280,000 cubic feet a second, and at the 


falls it is estimated that a block of water 


a mile square and a mile high drops down 
every week. The amount is millions of tons 
every hour, and so much every ‘minute that 
if were put upon wagons 1,000,000 horses 
could not haul the load. The force has been 
variously estimated at from 3,000,000 to 
7,000,000 horse power. Take the lowest esti- 
mate and see what it means in the coal we 
use to produce it. Every horse power which 


comes from water is said to annually save 


at least ten tons of coal. If this is so, the 
force of Niagara is equal to 30,000,000 tons 
of coal every year, or about one-fifteenth of 
all the coal we are now using for fuel and 
power. 
We are Using Little of this Power. | 


Of that vast force we are now consuming 
not more than one-sixth. The amount is 
500,000 horse power, of which more than 
three-fifths are developed on the Canadian

power from Canada, but this has been cut off 
since the war began, in order to make war 
supplies for the Canadian troops, and there 
is now a strong demand on the part of the 
manufacturers at Niagara Falls for more 
water. 


I do not want to argue as to the advisa- 
bility of taking more water in such a way as 


to injure the beauty of Niagara Falls. They 


are the greatest show upon earth and they 
belong to us and the Canadians. It is well, 
however, to know what the show costs us. 
The amount is equal to 25,000 horse power. 
It equals a coal mine of 25,000,000 tons every 
year, or more than 2,000,000 tons of coal 
every month, year in and year out, to the 
end of time. That is what we are losing. 
If we had such a mine to burn every year, 
we could have the most gorgeous conflagra- 
tion on earth and we might think it' would 
pay us to keep it ablaze in order’ to show 
our friends and our visitors the magnificent 
sight. I don’t know. As it is now, only 
about 20 per cent. of the waters of the falls 
are in use and some engineers say that 50 
per cent. could be taken and not spoil the 
scenic effect of Niagara. They claim that we 
could easily add 1,000,000 additional horse 
power to the amount now being used. I am 
told there would be a demand for such 
power as soon as the plants required to gen- 
erate it could be built. | | . 


Some of the Great Plants. 


During my stay here I have gone through 
some of the great power plants which have 
been constructed a short distance above the 
falls. The water is taken from the Niagara 
River in canals walled with stone, and is 
dropped down through penstocks or mighty 
stee] tubes so large that if they were laid 
upon the ground a horse could walk through 
them and his ears would just graze the top. 
Stood upright they are as tall as a sixteen- 
story house, and the water drops down this 
great height in such a way that it pushes 
the turbines around, turning the mighty steel 
shafts which connect them with the dyna- 
mos. There are ten or more of these pen 
stocks in each plant, with an equal number 
of turbines below, and of dynamos nigh 
above them. 

The dynamos are enormous. They look 
like giant mushrooms of black steel, which 
are turning so fast that you cannot see them 
move. They fly around at a speed of a mile 
and three-quarters a minute, and each gene- 
rates electricity equal to more than 5000 
horse power. Each dynamo is about thirty 
feet in circumference. As I looked, they 
made me think of thousands of horses gal 
loping at a faster speed than has ever been 
made upon the race track. | 

It is in this way that the 500,000 horse 
power now in use is developed. There are 
two great power-houses on the American and 
several on the Canadian side of the river. 


‘All are connected with huge factories of one 


kindor another, and they supply the cheap 
power necessary for the industries contribu- 
ting to our army and navy supplies. The 
most of the plants belong to the electro- 
chemical and  electrometallurgical indus- 
tries. They are more or less scientific in 
their nature, and the men at the héad of 
them are inventors along chemical and eleo 
trical lines. They use the cheap electricity 
furnished here in making products’ that 
could be created in no other way. 
Artificial Diamond Dust, | 


Take first the artificia) abrasive or grind- 
ing materials which are used in all indus- 
tries for making fine fittings, sharpening 
tools and cutting the hardest and softest of 
steel. There is a factory here which makes 
carborundum, turning out 1,000,000 pounds or 
so every month. Carbodundum was invented 
twenty-eight years ago, and at first it sold 
for $432 a pound. It is now produced so 
cheaply through Niagara Falls that it can be 
used in every factory and by the most com- 
mon workman. This material takes the 
place of grindstones, Gmery and diamond 
dust. In fact, it might be called artificial 
diamonds, for it is composed of the hardest 
of crystals, with edges so sharp that they 
can be used for grinding any material with- 
out wearing. It is employed in every motor 
car plant, and it has to do with making 
ball bearings, crank 


which are making projectiles, and it 
smoothes the shells which fit the guns to 


the thousandth of an inch. It is used in 
making all sorts of agricultural implements 
which have to do with our food supply, and 
with locomotives and electrical machinery 
of every kind. It will even grind manga- 
nese steel, which no steel tool can cut, and 
it will sharpen the finest of high-speed 
tools. 

This wonderful product, like most of the 
others created here, comes from some of 
the cheapest and most common materials 
in nature. It is formed of crushed coke and 
common sand, melted into crystals by an 
electric heat of 7000 deg. Fahrenheit, or 
more than thirty-four times as hot as boil- 
ing water. During my stay here I have 
gohe through the plant which makes it. It 
covers twenty acres and it is now making 
large quantities of abrasive materials to be 
used in connection with the war. 

The plant is guarded by soldiers and 
every employee has to have a photographic 
pass before he can get at his job. The of- 
ficial] who took me in had to show his 
photograph upon entering and we were 
watched as we went from building to build 
ing, where are the mighty electric furnaces, 
which are turning coke and sand into the 
millions of crystals or artificial diamonds, to 
be used as grindstones and grinding pow- 


cylinders or boxes made of fire brick, s0 
high that the tallest man could walk through 
them without bending his head. They are 
about twenty feet long, seven feet wide, and 
large enough to hold 709000 pounds of ma 
terial. This material consists of crushed 
coke and sand, mixed with a little sawdust 


and salt to aid in the reduction. [It is put 


into the furnace in such a way that a cord 
or rope of graphite runs lengthwise through 
the center of the mass from one end to the 
other. This cord, which is merely lumps of 
graphite laid together in a little trench, is 
connected with two big carbon rods, one at 
each end of the furnace, and the carbon 
rods are joined to thick cables that bring in 
the electricity. 

The graphite cord carries the current 
much like the filament in an incandescent 
lamp. As it comes in, the black cord turns 
white-hot andthe electric heat increases 
until it reaches the efiormous temperature 
which I have mentioned. The heat is so 
great that it would turn steel, iron, granite 
or marble to a vapor and make the most re- 
fractory materials burn like so much tallow. 
The fire is so glaring that if a person 
should look directly into a furnace he would 
be blinded, and the power consumed would 
be sufficient to operate a sixteen-candle 
power carbon incandescs=:* lamp for more 
than 200 years. 

It is this terrible heat that turns the coke 
and sand into crystals. kt does that within 
thirty-six hours, at which time the stéel 
framework outside the furnace is raised 
by machinery and the bricks are taken 
away, showing chunks and masses of jewels 
in the shape cof crystals of all colors of the 
rainbow. These masses are then taken from 
the furnace, and crushed by big iron wheels 
into the millions of tiny individual crystals 
used for grinding and the making of abra- 
sives of various kinds. 

But I cannot describe the many wonders 
of these Niagara industries. It would take 


more than the space of this letter to tell you. 


the story of carborundum alone. Thé most 
interesting thing concerning it is how elec- 
tricity is used to produce it, for it is some- 
what after the same methods that the enor- 
mous current furnished here changes other 
—— materials of the greatest 
value. 

This is the case with ferrosilicon, which 
is used to absorb the oxygen from molten 
steel, thus making possible sound castings 
‘and ingots by eliminating blow holes. We 
are now making something like 28,000,000 
tons of steel a year and 70 per cent. of this is 
treated with ferrosilicon. - An enormous 
amount of it is now used in all the steel 
Plants that are working for the war.

France likewise has ambitions in the 
Eastern Mediterranean, and it is easy to 
see that there must be a certain amount of 
conflict between Italy on the one side and 
France and Greece on the other. The 
Greeks inhabit practically all the islands of 
the Eastern Mediterranean and are very 
mumerous in Constantinople itself. It has 
been charged that there is still opposition 
between Venizelos and Italy. 

The American attitude toward Italian ex- 
pansion in the Mediterranean is not always 
entirely sympathetic. There is no objection 
to the Italian annexation of the Trentino or 
to an increase of Italian power in the Adri- 
atic, or perhaps to annexation of most of 
Albania. But many Americans are reluc- 
tant to support the extreme claims of the 
Italians. Trieste, for instance, though large- 
ly inhabited by Italians, is an Austrian port 
and cam never become a port handling 
Italian commerce. The back country of 
Trieste can never be Italian and furnish 
commerce to the city. That commerce must 
originate in German, Slavic and Magyar in- 
habited regions. Some special arrangement 
for Trieste must be made. Any permanent

But it is quite possible and indeed very 

probable that the conflicts among the Allies 
in the Mediterranean will be suitably ad- 
justed. It is still an open question how far 
Austria-Hungary is to be dismembered, and 
just what readjustments in the Eastern 
Mediterranean will be possible. The Italians 
are a very clever, keen and able people, long 
famous in the field of diplomacy, and have 
generally shown a good sense of what is 
feasible and practicable. We may trust 
therefore that some happy adjustment will 
be made. 
- The Balkan powers are all eagerly alive 
and quivering with the hopes of expansion. 
Each sees the Adriatic and Eastern Medi- 
terranean dotted. with the commerce of his 
own nation. It is to be hoped that all may 
prosper in future peaceful rivalry and in 
mutual trade on the common high seas. 

In the meantime the Italians are render 


ing valuable service to the Allied cause. — 


They are keeping a large Austrian army en- 
gaged, are now helping in the Balkans, and 


have every reason to believe that “their 


place in the sun” will be adequately recog- 
nized. Such recognition will have beén ob- 
tained without the use of German methods.

The first 
ceremony is the Dragon Boat feast. It is 
in the fifth of May. Im that day ‘every 
family make Chinese tamales, made of rice 
and chicken, shrimps and other meats, 
wrapped with a big Fah Yup leaf, and boil 
it for many hours. The Dragon Boats are 
swimming up and down the Canton River 
and they have a race. The people of many 
‘villages are seated or standing along the 
bank, with umbrellas and big fans to keep 


out the sun. They are watching the Dragon 


Boat race and the excitement is high like 


the American watch the baseball game. 


The story of the ceremony is like this: 
An honorable statesman of the old time was 
discharged by the king's misunderstanding, 
-gnd after he was resigned from office he 
wrote so Many poems and books of his mis- 
fortune that he become insane, and in the 
fifth of May he jump into the sea. That 
day is the end of his life. So the people 
have his image in the temple which over- 
looked the sea, on a high bank, and in the 
fifth of May of every year they give honor 
to his death. The Dragon poats are for the 
purpose of saving his spirit and the rice 
tamale is throw into the sea for him to eat. 
But after many years it became a custom 
and the people forgot the original idea of 
the ceremony; so the dragon boat race is 


for sport and the rice tamale is to eat in- 


stead of to throw into the sea. 

After this is Worship of the Fairies, by 
the girl’s ceremony, in the seventh of July. 
We have one day vacation only, and the 
service ig take place at night in the Lantern 
Palace.

delinquent act. Far from being feeble 
minded, this young man possessed high in- 
telligence and was totally incapable of ex- 
plaining his own act. 
nation covering not only the boy him 
but his family history, brought to light the 
fact that he had always been peculiar, had 
never been undersiood by his family and 
had done many unaccountable things. A 
history of insanity and epilepsy in this 
family, together with the boy’s own peculiar 
history, cleared up the mystery; this boy 
was an epileptic, though unrecognized as 
such. While he had never had an epileptic 
fit, his criminal act was what is known as 
one form of epileptic equivalent. Individuals 
afflicted with this masked form of epilepsy 
often commit acts of criminal violence, even 
of the most serious character, while at the 
Same time they may be partially or entirely 
mnconscious of what they have done. Be 
havior under these® conditions may be al- 
most automatic in nature. Our Juvenile and 
Criminal Courts more often than not fail 
utterly to recognize the readily explainable 
causes of acts of this sort. 

The girls who drift into the Juvenile 
Covrt represent, in the main, an entirely dif- 
ferent problem from that of the boys. De 
linquent girls are usually sex offenders, al- 
though this offense against morals is by no 
means always chargeable to the deliberate 
misdoing of the girl herself. Mora) offenses 
of this nature have many angles and should 
always and invariably be studied by sym- 
pathetic but well informed women investi- 
gators. The case of Inez Fernando illus- 
trates pretty well a well-known type of Ju 
venile Court girl. 

Inez, who is now 19, has had a court 
record for over five years. Beginning with 
charges of incorrigibility at home at 14 
Years of age, she has passed in and out of 
our court more than a dozen times. Ines 
has been guilty of incorrigibility, truancy, 
immorality, and other offenses. She has 
run away from many homes where she was 
placed by the court; she has been an in- 
mate of the Detention Home; has been in 
the County Jail twice, and in the Psycho 
pathic Hospital once. She has been arrested 
for “joy riding” countless times; for keeping 
company with men and accepting presents of 


money, clothes, furs and jewelry, not less 
than six times. Her whole career for more 
than five years has been one of almost con- 
stant delinquency. 

To cap the climax, she has recently sued a 
rich .young man for a large sum for “heart

The Silver Lining to the Cloud. 


At a recent meeting of the American Asso- 
ciation of Instructors in Poultry Culture, 
held at Amherst, Mass., the opinion was 
freely expressed that there will in the imme 
diate future be an unprecedented demand for 
bréeding stock and poultry products, which 
can be met most effectively by the introduc- 
tion of approved methods and better stock 
and management in each flock. This associ- 
ation urges owners of flocks not to sacrifice 
valuable chickens simply because feed has 
become abnormally high in price. They 
point out that such a practice will tend to 
reduce the supply of breeding stock and lead 
to serious reduction in output. — The mem- 
bers of the iation, who are the experts 
ir. poultry husbandry from the several State 
agricultural colleges and the United States 
Department of Agriculture, stand ready to 
help all poultry producers to get maxim 
results. 

To advocate increased production is all 
right in its way, but if it proves unprofit- 
able, what shall] it avail the producer? We 
opine t at many poultrymen are having a 
close time of it to get a fair return on their 
products, though we believe the outlook is 
better than it was two months ago: we fur- 
ther believe that where economy in feeding 
and management is observed, that fair re 
turns are possible even under present war 
conditions. With everything “going up” the 
time must come for reaction. All of which 
leads to uncertainties and caution in all lines 
of business, to which the poultry industry is 
no exception. One thing is reasonably cer- 


presume that tain, however, and that is egg and table 


poultry will not be lower in price for some 
time to come. Compared to other food prod- 
ucts eggs are about the cheapest food there 
is, which gives hope to the prediction that, 
with much poultry sold off to the butcher, 
prices will be better for eggs, market poul- 
try as Well as for breeding stock. , 


‘The New and the Old. 


It has always been a contention with us 


that it is not so much new breeds of poultry 
that we want, as it is improvements in 
those already afforded standard recognition. 
To be sure new things, if possessing real 
merit, stand for progress; but when they 
only show variation in one or two directions, 
which in no way have an economic bearing, 
we may be pardoned for accepting the new 


_ fledgling with some allowances. .The breeds 


and varieties of chickens are already suffi- 
ciently extensive to meet the requirements 
of all tastes in color scheme of plumage, 
while in practical values all breeds are good 
in the hands of good breeders. So stick to 
the tried and approved rather than expert- 
ment with the unapproved and the new. 

As a matter of fact beginners should avoid 
the so-called “new” breeds and also the un- 
popular. For all such there is quite sure to 
be a limited demand, and that is almost ex- 
clusively among fanciers and students in the 
art of breeding. A profitable and steady 
trade in such varieties is hardly possible. 
The breeds and varieties that have became 
commercialized on a large scale are invari- 
ably the ones that have “made good” alike 
in the exhibition pen and breeding yard, as 
meat producers and egg-layers. Take it from 
us, these are “safe” chickens to tie to. A 
promotion campaign may push a new or little 
known breed into public notice, but when 
fits sponsors cease advertising it will fade 
away. Stick to the Mediterranean, Amer- 
iean, English and Asiatic breeds that have 
stood the test. of years, and the beginner 
cannot go far wrong, nor the experienced 
make a regrettable investment. 


Hardly in the Commerciai Classes. 


The culture of bantam chickens is essen- 
tially a vocation for the fancier, though as a 
source of eggs for the family table the mid- 
gets, owing to the small consumption of 
food they require, are quite as desirable as 
any of the standard breeds. Where quarters 
are limited a flock of bants are indeed a de- 
sired acquisition to the lover of beautiful 
birds and also excite the interest of children. 
Any of the standard breeds of bantams can 


be commended, the sprightly Sebrights and 


Games are as interesting as any of the 
Cochins or Light Brahmas. If your boy or

girl shows a predilection for pure-blooded 
bantams, by all means gratify his or her am- 
bition. Nothing is more wholesome and in- 
spiring to young people than a love for ant- 
mate and inanimate nature. 

If the consideration is essentially economic 
and space is sufficiently large, we should 
advise one of the standard breeds. The 
modern Leghorn, Ancona and Blue Andalu- 
sian are among the smaller of our standard 
breeds producing a full two ounce egg, all of 
which can be kept at moderate cost in so far 
as feed is concerned. Being nervous and ac- 
tive, they must be inclosed on all sides and 
overhead and kept busy by ample scratching 
facilities: the heavier breeds, like Rocks and 
Wyandottes, will require no overhead wire 
netting, are more docile, and hence also re- 
quire opportunity in which to gratify their 
propensity for scratching. Bantam culture 
has its alluring side, and, as a fancy, has 
everything to commend it; commercially, 
however, the standard breeds are the only 
thing worth considering. 3 


Avoid the Slacker Hen. 


When the pullets coming into laying and 
the hens emerge out of the molt is a good 
time to eliminate the slackers and reduce the 
flock to one composed of workers only. Of 
course the certain way to tell the slackers is 
to trap nest the flock; but as this, in some 
cases, is irksome and possibly hardly prac- 
tical, certain outward markings may be 
noted and the least productive may be re- 
moved, viz.: hens that show bright colored 
eggs; those with combs that are small for 
the breed and variety; and those that molt 
indifferently. Per contra, hens with combs 
of good size, soft and pliable; 
shanks, due to the fact that they have been 


expending their energy in egg-laying; who 


are alert, up early and late, are usually the 
productive kind.

Government Says “Eat More Eggs.” 


Some time ago We called attention to 
the advisability of poultrymen urging the 
United States Food Administration to advo 
cate the wider consumption of hen fruit 
as a substitute for a meat diet.

The Fixation of Nitrogen. 


Before the germ life of the soil attracted 
attention it was demonstrated that the ma- 
jority of agricultural and garden crops ap- 
propriate their nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates derived either from manures ap 
plied to the land or from nitrogenous sub- 
stances in the soil which were converted 
into nitrates by the action of nitrifying 
bacteria. No hard and fast rules, however, 
can be laia down, for a few plants are able 
to utilize to a limited extent nitrogen in the 
form of ammonia or humate of ammonia, 
and some others are able to secure their 


nitrogen supply by the action of micro- 


organisms which develop tubercles upon 
their roots, and thus enable them to appro 
priate supplies of nitrogen which may be 
secured from the air in the soil or from ni- 
trogenous compounds decomposing in %. 
These bacteria] nodules are common to one 
family in the order Leguminosae—i. e. the 
Papilionaceae—but the faculty is also 
possessed by the other families which form 
with it the order. Apart from the legu- 
minosae, the organs in question are found 
in some other plants which are enabled 
thereby to thrive in sofls destitute of ni- 
trogen. Bacterial life in the soil seems 
also to have at least two different ways of 
reclaiming dissipated free nitrogen; one is 
by nodule bacteria, and the second its by 
bacteria in the soil, for it has been found 
that soil entirely free from all common 
plants, but containing certain kinds of bac- 
teria, if allowed to stand in contact with 


- the air will surely gain in its nitrogen con- 


tent. The nitrogen compounds in such «a 
soll are manufactured by the bacteria in 
the soll, for if they are not present they do 
not accumulate. It further appears that as 
a tule this fixation of nitrogen is not per- 
formed by one species of bacteria, but by 
two or three of them acting together. The 
fact that fixation of free nitrogen occurs in 
the sol) affords a new explanation of the 


ac- 
tivity of the nodule bacteria, viz. that the 


actual! absorption of the free nitrogen goes 
en outside these root formations, the sub. 
stance forming being, however, un-assiml- 
lable by higher plants, but through the ac- 
tion of nodule bacteria they are converted 
into assimilable form. 


The Advance in Twenty Years.

Bacterial Preparations. 


Some investigators have shown that an 
unfruitfal soil could be made fruitful if in- 
oculated with the micro-organisms produc- 
ing and existing in these tubercles, and 
various attempts have been made to carry 
out this idea in its practical applieation; 
and mediums are offered for the imocula- 
tion of soils with proper germs for the pro- 
duction of the desired crop. This has been 
jooked on as a scientific curiosity of great 
value, but in practice it has often yielded 
satisfactory results. The true principle um 
derlying the use of nitrogen for instance, 
applies only to the nitrogen-gathering 
piants. Another step hag been taken in 
offering under the name of alinit a bac- 
terium which causés the soil to absorb at- 
mospheric nitrogen and transforms it into 
available plant food. This preparation like 
others in the same line has in practice been 
found to be a scientific curiosity which has 
yet to be proven practical. 


The Theories of a Century. 


During the past century various theories 
have been propounded with the object of 
explaining the cause and effect of many 
of the practical operations and processes 
in soi! ~“itivation. These theories may be 
classified as chemical and botanical, and 
they constitute what ig usually termed the 

ciples of agriculture and horticulture.

Cooking is a most important office, for on 
it depends largely the health and efficiency, 
and often the lives, of the human race.

errors—overeating, eating wrong foods, OF taker 


wrong combinations of food. Therefore, 
cooking should be esteemed among the 
high arts, not for the purpose of satisfying 
appetite, but to build healthy bodies. 
Dishes “like mother used to make” may

Every girls’ school 
should have a department of cooking, not 
to teach how to concoct fancy dishes, chat 
merely taste good, but meals that nourish, 
and build healthy minds and bodies.

Rational Treatment of Typhold Fever. 


Woods Hutchison, the irrepressible, not 
a ago wrote in the Saturday Evening 

“It cannot be too emphatically insisted 
upon that every case of yellow fever, and of 
malaria, comes from a previous case.” 

Then where did the first case come 
from? 

How’s that, Hutch? 


Some time ago, in an eastern magazine, ‘ 


appeared an interesting article on the 
cause and prevention of mortality in typhoid 
fever, by J. R. Hayes, M.D. Referring to the 
prevalence of typhoid in the District of Co- 
lumbia, Dr. Hayes pointed out that no evi- 
dence has been found that has been directly 
due to the milk supply, although a small per- 
centage is charged up to milk, that it can- 
not be traced to oysters and vegetables, and 
that fn no instance has it been definitely 
traced to the local water supply. 

The city of Washington, not long ago, 
expended over $1,000,000 in purifying its wa- 
ter supply. Yet, there was scarcely any ap- 


preciable difference in the number of ty- 


rhoid cases. This confirms what I have 
so,often said, that for the cause of disease 
you must look, not without, but within. 

No person of regular health and clean 
bowel movement need ever fear an attack of 
typhoid fever. The mortality from typhoid 
fever has actually increased, by reason of 
the germ theory, because the attention of the 
medical profession has been more directed 
to localizing the cause and its eradication, 
than the treatment of the patient. 

Here is an extract from an article on the 
subject of the rational treatment of typhoid 
fever by the late Dr. Latson, formerly editor 
of Health Culture: 

“We hear mch of the ‘typhoid germs’ 
contained in water. As a matter of fact, 
there are no typhoid ‘germs.’ The disease, 
like all other diseases, comes from inside 
the body—not outside. Impure water is dan- 
gerous to the body not because of the 
‘germs’ or microbes it contains, but because 
it adds to the amount of poison in the body 
instead of helping the body, as pure water 
would, to get rid of its poisong. 

“As regards the origin and causation of 
typhoid fever, the average doctor and the 
average layman talk ‘germs’; but the really 
thinking part of the profession realize that 
typhoid fever arises inside and not outside 
the body, and must be regarded as a ‘filth 
disease.’ ” 


Typhoid fever, as treated by the average 
doctor, is a fatal disease. On the other 
hand, Dr. Latson showed that, by following 


a rational plan, a few thoughtful physicians, 


guided by common sense instead of prece- 
dent and prejudice, treated 1211 cases with- 


out a single loss of tife—certainly a most re- 
markable record. 

The rational treatment of typhoid in- 
cludes cleansing of the ailmentary tube, 
withdrawal of all food during the acute 
stage, giving the patient plenty of cold wa- 
ter—preferably distilled water—with a tea- 
spoonful of fruit. juice, colon flushings with 
a flexible tube twice a day, cool or cold 
sponge baths, to keep dowa the fever, three 
or four times a day or more, and thorough 
ventilation of the sick room. 

Again, here is an extract from an article 
by J. H. Tilden, M.D.: Bets 

“The worst types of typhoid can be made 
comfortable if placed in bed with artificial 
heat to the extremities, a cold wet towel 
pack to the abdomen, changed every six or 
twelve hours, two-quart warm water enema 
every night, a warm sponge bath once a 
day, or as often as necessary to secure Com- 
fort, and the sponge baths to be followed 
by light spinal massage or open hand rub- 
bings.”

Sun-Kisesed Fruit. 


Few people are aware of the value of sun 
cooked preserves and marmalades. Many 
long, tedious hours spent over a hot cook- 
stove may be avoided, to say nothing about 


worthy *of the housekeeper’s attention, at 
least. During the very hot days of Septem- 
ber, I put this to a test with highly satis- 
factory results. Wishing to overcome a use- 
less fear of beet sugar, I was careful to use

Satsuma plums 
were cut in small pieces without peeling, 
then one-thira of the amount of sugar 
added. The fruit was then boiled on’ the 
gas stove until slightly tender, then poured 
into a large, shallow enamel dripping pan, 
and placed on a table or bench out in the 
yard where the sun’s rays could shine di 


_ rectly on it. To. prevent insects and par- 


ticles of dust from falling in, a piece of 
strong marquisette curtain was drawn 
tightly over the top and the ends tucked 
under, the weight of the pan holding it firmly 
in place. At night, this pan was brought 
into the house to protect it from the damp 
and fog. If the day was intensely hot, so 
that the syrup was cooked to the right con- 

sistency, the pan was reheated over the gas 
end the fruit placed in glass jars, well ster- 
llized in hot water.. With Satsuma plums 
more time was required, owing to cloudy 


mornings. It was necessary to place the 


fruit out in the sunshine for several days, 
but this was much easier than standing over 
the stove and stirring them. The preserves 
were a finer flavor and a prettier red in 
color. Pear and fig marmalade were treated 
in the same manner, with equally good re- 
sults. The fruit was dropped into a rich, hot 
syrup and cooked until tender, then placed 
into shallow pans and cooked in the sun.

GLOBE STRIKE 
NOT SETTLED. 


Federal Labor Commission 
Still Investigating. 


Mine Operators Employ None 
but Picked Men. 


Agitators Want to Return, but 
are Barred. 


CORRESPONDENCE. } 

GLOBE (Ariz.) Oct. 19.—The 
Federal commission investigating 
the western labor troubles, expected 
to stay only a day or two in Globe. 
Instead, after a week of investiga- 
tion, it was as far from results as 
at first. It is told that the labor 


organizations are willing to go back 
on the same 


conditions as before 
the strike, as the companies have 
made evident their ability, under 
military protection, to operate their 
mines and works. The companies, 
however, do not wish to accept the 
old basis, if with it they are com- 


pelled to accept the agitators who 
started the strike and who 


have 
maintained it. To the commission, 
the managers flatly stated that they 
would not accept any compromise 
that forbade them to employ and 
discharge, on good and sufficient 
grounds, or that would compel them 
to keep on their pay rolis men who 
had been doing their best to destroy 


the local mining industry. 


Practically all the Americans in 
the Globe and Miami districts, with 
the exception of the strike leaders, 
now are said to be back at work. 
The Old Dominion Company has 
been running a couple of furnaces 
and has been shipping concentrates 
and fines to the International smelter. 


|A large number of men are being 


taken ©n, generally miners from 
outside camps attracted by the high 
pay of $5.15 a day, and the service 
rendered uniformly is reported much 
better per man than was known be- 
fore. The new men are said to be 
remarkably regular in their work 
and to be taking extremely good 
care of themselves under ground, as 
the accident report is very low. The 
big Miami mills have more apnli- 


‘cations for employment, made by 


competent mill men, than can be 
utilized. 

In general terms {t may be said 
that the Globe district now is op- 
erating at about one-half capacity. 
More men would be employed were 
it not for the rigid rule that only 
Americans and English-speaking 
foreigners of known loyalty should 
be taken upon the pay rolls. The 
Miami Copper Company and the 
Arizona Commercial are turning out 
more than three-fourths of their 
average monthly production of the 
early year. At the Superior and 
Boston the force of employees is 
about normal. The Black Warrior 
mine has been making regular ship- 
ments of 150 tons a day to the El 
Paso smelter. 

PROTEST AGAINST STRIKE.

“But, we beg leave to submit that 
the alien element among the em- 
ployees of this district has repeated 
ly violated that agreement.

PRICES TO BE 
SET BY UNCLE SAM, 


“The United States government 
will fix the price of oil products 
during the war, but before so doing 
the administration will discuss the 
matter with the ofl producers and 
therefore their conclusions will not 
be unreasonable.” 

This statement was made yester- 
day by W. L. Stewart, president of 
the Union Oi] Company of Califor- 
nia, who has just returned from 
Washington, where he conferred 
with Dr, Harry Garfield, fuel admin- 
istrator, and members of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. Representa- 
tives of thirty oll companies from 
all parts of the United States at- 
tended the conference at the na- 
tidmal capital. 

“It is the policy of the adminis- 
tration to fix prices,” said Mr. Stew- 
art, “and it is obvious that ofl will 
not be ignored. We did not get an 
opportunity to go into the matter 
fully,, as Dr. Garfield is devoting his 
time to the coal situation. 

“The question of the conserva- 
tion of ofl did not come up at all 
during our short conference. The 
situation, as the California oi] men 
outlined it, wae that the ofl exists 
'n this State and all we need to do 
is to drill in order to get an ade- 
quate supply.

MEAT SITUATION. . 
One of the. outstanding facts in 
the present food situation is that the 


iprice of beef has held to lower levels 


than any other kind of meats and 
lower than practically ajl other food 
staples. While lamb, mutton and 
pork have increased all the way 


‘from 100 to 150 per cent., beef has 


at no timé raised over 50 per cent. 
retail and rise in’ the wholesale 
price has been considerably less 
than that. Its influence alone has 
kept the average rise in the cost of 
fresh meats down to 65 per cent. 
The price realized by the producer 
of beef is today but a mere trifle 
higher than the prevailing prices one 
year ago and does not by any means 
warrant even the 50 per.cent. in- 
crease which has taken place in the 
retail market. 

As a matter of fact, if the meat- 
less day was being agitated on the 
ground of cost, it would not be justi- 
fied, for in spite of the advance in 
the past three months meat is still 
the cheapest food that the house- 
wife can use, considering its food 
value per dollar of cost. Meat te- 
day at 35 cents per pound is con- 
siderably cheaper and has a greater 
food value than eges at 65 cents per 
dozen or than corn meal at 12% 
cents per pound, the price to which 
it has been boosted as a result of the 
agitation for meatiess days and 
wheatiess days.

THE WHOLE QUESTION OF AMUSEMENTS. 


HE power of chat earnest and sincere preacher, the Rev. William Sunday, 


" never was more effectively shown than by the way he has directed the — 


burning thought of the people of this city and State to the amusement 
question. The community is throbbing with it. When, in two successive and 
masterly sermons, he reviewed modern amusements, un- 
equivocally condemning them, brushing away all qualifications from in- 
dictment, conceding no loopholes of escape from his conclusions, he aroused 
both a storm of applause and a whirlwind of controversy and protest. He 
spoke sweepingly and intensely and stingingly—and he is not to be blamed 
for that. It is his method; it works; he gets there with it. — 

Of the theater, Mr. Sunday says it is of such doubtful character that it 
is to be relegated to a place among things forbidden; he declares that ob- 
scenity is found and character is destroyed both before and behind the foot-

: He says that love is the basis of the average play, that divorce and 
adultery are smeared all over the stage; that, in short, the theater “is low 
and debasing.”

Now these are questions that affect the whole fabric of our American

families, indeed, from which all of these amusements are barred. 

Yet the vast majority of us in this nation are wholesome-minded, decent 
living, law-abiding people, who sincerely wish to live righteously in the grace 
of-God. The vast majority of us have failed to find undiluted vice in these 
forms of recreation. When they have seemed to tend towards vice we have 
set our faces against them. The vicious extravagance of any of these forms 
of amusement is always short-lived. Public opinion can does rectify 
and modify such extremes as they occur. 

Are we then to understand that our wholesome millions of pure-minded 
people are all wrong? Can it be possible that our great national tastes are 
inherently low and debased, that the multitudes of good men and women of 


our nation who enjoy these recreations suffer from perverted minds, are low- 


bred sinners in league with the devil? 

While these recreations actually appear to Mr. Sunday to be as he so 
graphically describes them, he must condemn them. If he saw aright, then, 
indeed, would vice be rampant in the land and America’s utter debasement

other side be fairly presented. The evangelist condemns the theater un- 
equivocally as a den of iniquity and places it among the forbidden amuse- 
ments. And this, because like love and Christianity itself, its joys have some- 
times been abused. God's own solace to the world, religion, has been abused 
far worse than the theater has ever been: There have been charlatans in the 
church since the beginning. In the name of sweet religion the most hideous 
crimes of history have: been perpetrated. Yet which of us would dare say 
that those who profess it.are steeped in brutality 

crime? : 

And because the stage, which produces some of the finest dramatic ser- 
mons, visualizes great philosophies, portrays the triumph of goodness and 
innocence as against the intrigues of vice and brutality, sometimes descends 
to lesser ideals, sometimes is abused by sorry-minded directors, shall we de- 
nude life of this great art, this great human inspiration? . The low play is 
the rare play. And so clean is the average play that the low play still ex- 
cités amazed comment, still provokes unusual curiosity. The very fact that 
such a play proves “a draw’ is proof of its rarity. If, indeed, the theater 
were dedicated and soul to licentiousness and adultery, such plays would

God's mercy; or Hartley Manners's “Out There’’-—a war play that vies with 
Mr. Sunday in lofty patriotism; or “The Boomerang,” a clean and clever 
comedy devoid of “‘salaciousness;" or the ‘dainty effervescence of “Good 
Gracious, Annabelle; or the clean-cut drama of Thirteenth or 
the finely imaginative Japanese legend play, “The Willow Tree’’—then Mr. 
Sunday would himself modify his sweeping condemnation and admit that 
what he so sarcastically dubbed “‘art’’ is art, indeed, and religion and happi- 
ness, too. No, not obliteration, but cleansing—that is what the stage needs. 
The “poison kiss,” the “close-up” and the exploitations of nudity—these are 
the things that should be overwhelmed with public scorn and drowned out. 


The theaters and the film shows certainly need editing, as The Times has 


frequently said, but the American public will never go in for the Sunday

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PIRITUALITY VERSUS EFFICIENCY. 
The materialistse have been having 
their way for a long, long time. In every 
department of thought, in philosophy espe- 
clally, they have been dominant. Akin to 
the materialists, their blood brothers, in 
fact, are the efficient ones of the earth: the 
men who devise callipers and red tape. 
Practical people, these, with no faith in 
anything their hands cannot grasp and 
their adding mactines cannot reckon. 
Even religion has been made “practical.” . 
Within a month, a great scientist pub- 


that we know how life has functioned from 
the earliest forms to the present; but that 
we do not know why. We can see, he said, 
all the various manifestations of life’s en- 
ergy—but that energy itself, it baffles sci- 
ence. The mechanists in biology, the ma- 
terialistic philosophers, have long mistaken 
the forms through which life functioned for 
life itself; just as they, the materialists in 
philosophy, in business, have mistaken the 
practical rewards of work for the creative 
urge itself. They have denied the propul- 
sion of the spiritual. They know nothing 
of the dynamic pulse beat to which prac- 
tical rewards are only incidents—as the 
four-toed horse was but an incident in the 
development of the Arabian steed. If the 
efficiency experts had been alive aeons ago 
they would no doubt have trained the 
anthropoids to hew and draw water, and do 
practical things afd be satisfied; and -the 
efficient ones would have looked with hor- 
ror, and devised red tape to check the 
widening vision and’ vague yearnings for 
higher, nobler work to which the implaca- 
ble spirii, the flerce urge for creative ad- 
venture, the zeal to do and do well, has 
driven man. 

Things of the spirit and things spiritual 
have been, and still are, out of favor with 
the intellectuals. Unattainable ideals, ideals 
not practical, have been scorned. But the 
spirit endures. Without it nothing has en- 
dured, nothing can endure. Nor does our 
use of the word spirit extend itself to super- 
natural, or even to theology. We mean 
nothing more than the commonplace some- 
thing met with every day by every man and 
woman who feels joy in doing anything 
well. Nothing suppresses and kills that 
joy so quickly as to set sheer material 
gains ahead of it, and the winding of red 
tape by the efficiency experts around work, 
and limiting the creative energy to the 
matrix devised by the practical ones. 

In the summer of 1914 Germany was the 
most materia] and- efficient nation on earth. 
What a wonderful thingc—the materialists 
told us-—-that Germany had every man and 


logued! Too, Germany's war plans were 
all made, she knew the name of each sol- 
qier, over what road he would march and 
where his food would be procured Her 
philosophers from Kant to Nietzsche had 
inveighed against’ things spiritual; her 
greatest historian, Treitschke, had - thun- 
dered before universities, calling upon the 
studentse—now generals and 
statesmen—to despise the things of the 
spirit, to scorn pledges that it would be 
advantageous to break, and to put their 
faith tin efficiency and brute force. 

But Germany had not reckoned with the 
spirit that could fight on with full fore 
‘knowledge of defeat. Such sacrifice is in- 
comprehensible to materialists. It was the 
spirit of the Belgiane—not their numbers, 
not their arms, just spirit—that checked the 
drive on Paris and gave France time to 
draw the sword. And when the things spir- 
itual are crushed out, this will be a world 
of Prussians. A horrid world: never a 
Prussian has been a noteworthy musician, 
artist or author. Things spiritual they 
have despised. Even their children are 
driven through school: if a child is so old, 
he muét make such and such a grade.

In the French army the artillery 
is independent of the general serv- 
ice motor for the transportation of its 
material. This condition is not com- 
mon to all the armies of Europe, 
and everr at the present time there 
is a certain amount of discussion in 
technical circles as to the value or 
otherwise of the French: system. 

Tt is only ‘for the haulage of heavy 
artillery that-motors are used to the 
exclusion of horses. The light 75- 
mm. field piece presents a,gpecia! 
problem; it must possess extreme 
mobility and be capable of getting 
into any position. 

The best results have been ob- 
tained by mounting the gun on a 
special motor chassis, having noth- 
ing in common -<.with the truck 
chassis, and firing it from this 
chassis. The largest gun carried 
permanentiy on and fired from a 
motor chassis is one of 102mm.., 
used by a certain Allied power.

12. Change gears rather than climb hills with wide-open throt- 
tle—it saves car and gas.

$TANDARDIZATION IDEA.

Lee, local own, manager for was 
asked to point out a few important 
things to observe in driving. Brown 
has been identified with the motor 
car industry for a dozen years and 
fa considered not only a capable 
manager, but an unusually good op- 
erator. 

“My first advice: to all drivers,” 
sald Brown never to take a 
chance. The te who thinks it is 
smart drive fast, making fancy 
turns ‘and quick stops, is a danger- 
ous person in the community. That 
man is not only doing his car and 
tires an injustice, but he is causing 
discomfort to everyone who rides 
with him. The smart alex driver 
has no place on the road. 

“Some drivers will make you nerv- 
ous, while it is possible to ride with 
others and never realize that the car 
is being driven through traffic or 
on a bad road. That means the dif- 
ference between good and bad driv- 


ing. 

“Courtesy on the road is to be de- 
sired in every driver. There comes 
many times with every driver when 
he can be a road hog or show 
courtesy to other drivers. This is 
especially true on Sundays, when 
travel is heavy. Of course, by this 
I do not mean that a driver should 
hang back and always take the 
worst of ft, but it is possible to 
hold your own and still be courteous. 

“One of the meanest actions of 
the road is the driver who cuts 
sharply in front of you 
Tt. have seen drivers do this out of 
Dure meanness, while others—espe- 
Cally new drivere—do not realize 
what they are doing. Get well clear 
of the car you are <aeeed before 
turning in. . 

“The wet weather is approaching 
‘and many drivers will experience 
their first rainy weather driving. 
Some cars skid more than others.

“The safest thing for wet weather 
is to equip with nonskid tires on the 
rear and always have a set of chains 
ready for an emergency. Owners 
making trips inte the mountains at 
this season of the year should al- 
ways take at least two tire chains 
and it is really wise to take four as 
it will be surprising to find how 
much the front wheels skid on 
muddy roads. 

“Never put on the brakes sudden- 
ly on a wet pavement. This means 
skidding sure. One way to slow up 
is to ease the brake with the clutch 
in, Braking against the power 
tends to straighten up a car. 

“One thing for a new driver to 
learn is to coast against compres- 
sion coming down mountain grades. 
Cut off the ignition with the gear in 
mesh and by leaving the clutch in 
the engine compression becomes a 
brake. Of course, the foot brake or 
emergency brake can also be used 
at the same time. 

“Do not drive with the foot rest- 
ing on the clutch pedal. Do not 
shift from high to intermediate gear 
when the car is running at a high 
rate of speed. Do not attempt to 
shift from a forward speed to the 
reverse when the car is moving.

KEEP WATCH ON QUALITY OF 
YOUR OILS AND GASOLINE. 


ERVICE experts in this city have 
been loud in their warnings to 
automobilists to keep a close 

watch on the quality of gasoline and 


oll that is dispensed nowadays. With 


the rise of prices of oils and gaso- 
line there have been cases where 
investigations show that some fuel 
is not up to the standard. | 
Along with the warning to check 
up the performance of fuel, a tip 
to motorists to work for the con- 
servation of these ingredients has 
been made. Despite the fact that 
gasoline and oil are selling at pricea 
far in advance of what they Were a 
year ago this time, motorists have 
been instructed how to get the most 
economy out of their cars. This may 
accomplished without injuring | 
the motor, but in many eases auto- 
ists overdo it and the result is a poor 
running motor, declares James Cor- 
bett, well known Mitchell service ex- 
pe 


rt. 

Mr. Corbett has the following to 
say to motorists regarding the re- 
sulte of using podr oll or gasoline: 

“All motor car owners should 
watch with an eagle-eye the oil 
purehased. At the present time 
some of the fuel used as gasoline 
comes far from being of standard 
quality. This is not true in all cases, 
but such has been discovered where 
some investigations have’ been ‘made. 

“For instance there is sometimes 
found in gasoline a certain portion 
that absolutely will not burn. In 
motors where either the pistons or 
rings are not a perfect fit, this re- 
fuse matter from the poor gasoline 
seeps its way down into the crank 
case, causing the oll to become thin.

execelient one. For the call has gone 
forth from national headquarters asking 
for an alarming number of knitted sets, 
to be completed before the end of Oc- 
tober. And unless every ote pitches in 
and helps, some of Uncle Sam's men are 
going to have to face the winter inade- 
quately prepared. 

The ttumber and nature of the arti- 
cles required for the men in the differ- 
ent corps vary greatly. For instance, 
the set for the marines includes only 
sweater, helmet muffler and wristiets, 
while the army men need sweaters, muf- 
flers, wristlets and socks. Aviators use 
sweaters, mufflers, wristicts and hel- 
mets, while men working in hospital 
units and ambulances use all these arti- 
cles and socks in addition. 

The articles are knitted on regulation 
measurements, which are supposed to be 
about those of the average 100 per cent 
Amertean. For all except the socks and 
wristieta No. 5 celluleld needies are 
vueed: the former are done on steel 
needles, and the latter on bene ones. 
size No, 3. Of the whole assortment the 
mufflers are perhaps the simplest arti- 
cles to knit. They are knit straight for 
fifty-three inches on a width of fifty 
stitches, and require about half a 
pound of yarn. The sweaters, toe, afte 
made in a perfectly plain plete, with a 
number of stitches cast of for the 
neck. For the sweater eighty stitches 
are cast on, and the garment is ribbed 
(knit two, purl two) for four inches, and 
then knit straight and plain for nineteen 
inches to the shoulder. At this juncture 
knit twenty-eight etitches, bind of 
twenty-four for the neck and knit the 
remaining twenty-eight that are on the 
needle.
